Mr, McLean (Charloitt) : 

Mr. Chairman, I tiave been 
listening to a lot' of talk 
about fisheries but I have 
not heard anyone say any> 
thing about the lowly sar- 
dine. I maintain that you 
cannot read a boolc, go to a 
play or to a moving picture 
but that the word sardine is 
mentioned. ... Wc- know all 
about;; the salmon and the 
halibut' but know nothing of 
the lowly sardine. ; It docs 
seem to me that some re- 
seairch work should be done 
to find oiit why we have a 
big pack or a small pack, 
because sometimes hundreds 
of thousands of cans arc pur- 
chased and piled up - and 
we find we have nothing to 
put 'in them....

Band Vindicated 

Dear Madam : 

I should like to respond to the 
nonsense perpetrated by Mr. 
Ted West in his letter yesterday 
concerning the Redmen Band. I, 
like Mr. West, am a former 
bandsman; and, as a former 
member of the executive, I feci 
at least as well qualified to com- 
ment as is Mr. West 

Number one : The Band is not 
in a "deplorable state". It is dif- 
ficult for any organization to 
fill its ranks as it- would wish, 
especially when the activity l)e- 
gins to function the day classes 
open. Nevertheless, the Band, at 
its last practice, had to turn 
away at least five musicians be- 
cause of a lack of space. 

Number two : Anyone who has 
watched the Band over the past 
few years and honestly main- 
tains that there has been any- 
thing less than outstanding im- 
provement is cither blind aiid 
deaf, or a damned fool. 

Number three : The Redman 
3and has yet to meet a fully 
qualified instructor. Because the 
school boards in Montreal stress 
concert as opposed^finaFching 
biands, there ts't^totalj^fiick of 
musicians who ^re aware of the 
intricacies of putting a show on 
a football field. The Athleticii 
Department recognized this fact 
at long last a year ago, and sent 
the Band President to a sympo- 
sium on marching bands in the 
U.S. The improvenient last year 
was obvious as sioon as the band 
stepped on. the field. 

Number four : Mr. West, him- 
self a product of a Montreal 
high school, betrays exactly 
this ignorance of the field of 
marching bands When he at- 
tacks the quality of the music 
played by the Redman Band. 
' The best college marching bands • 



in the.U.S. use music as simple, . 
and even simpler, than that used 
by the McGill groiip. 

For Mr. West's information, 
there is a good deal of differ- 
ence between, march, and a . 
march orchestrated for 'march- 
ing band. The reason is simple : 
On a field, without the benefit 
of a hall or bandshell, anything 
less than- the loudest, brassiest 
tones pre lost. Thus, the num- 
ber of parts and counter-melo- 
dies permissible on a football 
field is a fraction of what can 
be accommodated in an acoustic- - 
ally-good hall.' 

This docs not reflect on the 
quality of the musicians in the 
band. If Mr. West was insulted, 
that is his business. But even 
Arthur Feldlcr plays Bcatle 
tnusic. And he manages to enjoy 
it; nor does he compare it to 
Beethoven. 

Number five : Mr. West ap- 
parently docs not like the Idea 
of a marching band practicing 
marching. He uses the Alouette 
Band as an example. How about 
a few facts I. The Alouette Band 
is made up of professional musi- 
dans. ■ 

It uses a complex amplifier 
system to make itself heard, 
both from .the stands and on 
the field. True, it marches lit- 
' tie. Biit to credit it with putting 
- on a good show without meii- 
■ tloning the 30-plus majorettes 
..and dancers who practice begin- 
ning in the spring is scandalous. 
' This is ignoring, in addition, the, 
professional- choreographer and - 
' special ariranger who . plan , each 
show.' - ' 

Number six : To compare the 
Symphonic Band playing at Con- 
vocation to the Redman Band on 
t^ football field is unfair with- 
out mentioning : 1. that the Red- 
. man Band- has under 40 mem- 
. bers, not SO as Mr. West slates. 
2. ■ fhat the Symphonic Band 
played while sitting,^ with 
standi and music before it. Nor- 
were there drunks ninnirig 
through the ranks. 

In short, Mr. West, you haye 
failed to prove a thing jagainst . 



the Redman Band, except that 
it does not get nearly the sup- 
port it merits from the student 
body. Right now- it doesn't need 
more men,' or more money. It 
needs .a few people. to get off 
their high horses and admit that 
last year it outclassed Toronto 



and '.Queen's hands down, and 
showed weir against: Weslern, 
which has, by the clock, ten 
times the practice time...

Tunnel bomb scare 
delays 1800 commuters 

The Mount Royal Station on the north track received an 
anonymous telephone call at 4:08 yesterday to the effect that 
a bomb had been placed in the tunnel. 



nailroad officials immediately 
cordoned off both ends of the tun- 
nel, and began to comb the area. 
According to the Assistant Direc- 
tor of Public Relations, M. Le- 
grandprix, who answered the 
questions of a Daily reporter over 
the telephone, Mount Royal and 
C.N. police entered the tunnel 
simultaneously from cither end. , 
"Despite the complaints of some 
students, the C.N.R. is determined 
to ensure the safety of its pas- 
sengers," Legrandprix assured 
the press. He also said that as yet 
no suspicion is placed on prank* 
slers or the ALQ. 

First tunnel threat 

This was the first time that 
a bomb threat had been made 
with regard to the tunnel. In tlie 
past, many threats have been tele- 
phoned in about the Victoria 
Bridge, as Montrealers who have 
been held up there for hours will 
well remember. It would be im- 
possible to guard against a 
bomber, Xegrandprix asserted, 
whether, on the bridge or in the 
tunnel, because of the infinite 
opportunities o£ entrance and es- 
cape. . • ,' 

About 18,000 commuters suffer- 
ed the delay of one and three 
quarter hours, but the trains be- 
gan to. leave at intervals of one 
every five minutes once the scare 
blew over at 5:40. Meanwhile, the 
thousands of students. attending 
grade twelve, Sir George Wil- 
liams, .and McGill. tried, to read 
their books in the midst of the 
crowd. J. ,

Four of their losses were by a total of only 
13 points as they dropped two oncpoint deci- 
sions to llie McGill Redmen and were edged 
twice by Yates Cup cliampions Queen's Golden 
Gaels, 21-14 and 19-15. To add further inconclu- 
sive evidence to the Ulucs' '03 performance, 
Varsity's only sound defeat, a 52-15 .loss .to the

Western Mustangs, was followed seven days later 
by a 12-8 victory over Uic same Western team. 

Five Blues gained all-star nominations. Half- 
back Gerry Sternberg, linebackers Bill Walters 
and Ray German and defensive halfback Kenny 
Davidson were selected to both the Coaches' and 
the Canadian Press all-star teams. Sternberg and 
Bryce Taylor were also selected as defensive 
backs on the CP squad and middle guard Dave 
McCullough was named to the Coaches' team. 

Sternberg gave Varsity fans their greatest 
thrills during the season, scoring 36 points to 
finish fourth in the league scoring, llircc of his 
six touchdowns were counted i[\ the final five 
minutes of the 25-24 loss to McGill on -passes 
from Taylor, who was playing quarterback. 

1964 PREVIEW 

Academic ineligibility and injuries have been 
Blues' worst enemies since 1060 and this season 
is no exception. Sternberg, Ray Reynolds, a 6'4", 
245-pound tackle, and guard Jim Blakelock are 
academic casualties. And Amic Carefootc, an> 
other 245 pound tackle who was ineligible last 
season, failed to regain his eligibility. . , 



Prc-scason injuries icost -Blues Ranny Par- 
ker, an all-star linebacker in 1962 who was in* 
eligible last season; Sean Kelly, a 240-pound 
tackle 'who was a top rookie prospect; and Dave 
West, the' Intercollegiate basketball star who 
showed promise of being one of the league's 
best pass receivers. 

Also gone from the '03 team are quarter- 
back Jim Israel, halfbacks Harold Hall and Mike 
Kelly, guards Noel Bates and Kaspar Pold, tackles 
Bill Jackson and Jim Fislicr, and Ross Dainty, 
German and McCullough. 

Thc"^returning players include fullback Tim 
Purvcs, halfbacks Dave Galloway and Harry 
Watson, ends Mike Hollell and Doug Rucknam, 
centre Don Rogers and guard Bob Pampc, as 
well as Taylor, Walters and Davison. 

The top newcomers are quarterback Vic 
Wozniuk, who played three seasons with Lakc> 
shore Bears of the Ontario Junior Conference; 
Mike Ebcn, a halfback from' Toronto's Vaughan 
Road Collegiate; Jim Kellam, a 230-pound tackle 
from Thornhlll, Ontario; and halfback John 
lluctlicr (pronounced Heater) from Hamilton. 

Wozniuk will likely share quarterback duties 
with Taylor, who is a top performer on both 
offence and defence. 

OUTLOOK 

The inability to carry a rebuilding program 
(o completion because of academic failures and 
injuries remains Varsity's major problem. As a 
result inexperienced players will once again fill 
key positions. The lack of veteran performers 
Is especially evident along the line where Blues 
are without seven nrst-line players from 1063. 

Several newcomers' are . excellent prospects 
but it is doubtful they can adequately replace 

the departed players this season. Blues arc forced 
to begin yet another rebuilding program and in 
so doing the best they can expect in '64 is a 
battle with Western for third place.
